Sir  Frederick  Fraser,  K.B.,  M.A.,  L.L.D.,  D.C.L.: 

Sir, — On  completion  of  fifty  years  service  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  a position  you  have  occupied  with

The  board  asks  your  acceptance  of  the  accompanying  gift  which 
they  present  to  you,  not  only  as  a mark  of  their  personal  regard, 
but  also  as  a memento  of  the  pleasant  relations  that  have  always 
existed  btween  you  and  your  Board  of  Managers.

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FIFTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction  : — The  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  submit  herewith  to  the 
Members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Governments  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  of  Newfoundland,  and  to  the 
many  friends  of  the  School,  their  fifty-third  annual 
report,  and  in  so  doing  are  not  unmindful  of  that  kind 
Providence  which  prompts  our  generous  public  to 
encourage  and  support  that  great  work  for  which  the 
School  stands. 

Maintenance: — The  Support  of  the  School  is  drawn 
from  three  sources : — per  capita  subsidies,  paid  by  the 
Governments  of  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
foundland; income  from  an  altogether  inadequate  en- 
dowment held  by  the  School;  and  public  donations.  This 
last  source  now  functions  largely  by  means  of  the  Cam- 
paign for  the  Blind  which  for  the  past  year  has  been 
carried  on  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  which  is  now  about  to  be 
carried  into  the  sister  province  of  New  Brunswick.  This 
Campaign  carried  on  jointly  by  the  School  for  the  Blind, 
representing  the  work  of  educating  the  youthful  blind, 
and  by  the  Maritime  Division  of  the  Canadian  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  representing  the  employment  of 
the  adult  blind,  has  met  in  Nova  Scotia  with  the  hearty 
support  it  deserves,  and  the  Board  feel  assured  that  the 
same  sympathetic  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  public 
awaits  it  in  the  other  provinces. 

Your  Board  give  every  assurance  that  the  School 
is  maintained  along  the  lines  of  strictest  economy,  as 
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is  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  per  capita  cost  ot  main- 
tenance compares  most  favorably  with  similar  Canadian 
and  American  Schools.  In  spite  of  the  most  rigid 
economy  our  expenditure  still  exceeds  our  receipts,  and 
it  is  only  by  a generous  response  on  the  part  of  the 
public  that  the  Board  can  ever  hope  to  pay  off  the  heavy 
indebtedness  which  our  financial  statement  shows,  or 
give  to  the  pupils  under  their  care  the  modern  equipment 
and  methods  of  instruction  essential  to  the  most  efficient 
training. 


Superintendent's  Report: — The  report  of  the 
Superintendent  gives  particulars  as  to  organization, 
methods,  and  results  during  the  past  year,  and  will  be 
found  instructive  to  all  interested  in  the  work  of 
training  the  blind. 

Household: — The  entire  personnel  of  the  School 
including  staff  and  pupils  comprises  a household  of 
nearly  two  hundred  persons,  and  no  small  amount  of 
care  must  be  given  to  insure  the  safety,  health  and  com- 
fort of  this  large  family. 


During  the  past  year  three  additional  fire  escapes 
have  been  placed;  one  in  the  'boys’  residence  building 
one  in  the  rear  of  the  School  building,  and  one  leading 
from  the  rear  of  the  maids’  quarters.  Pupils  have  been 
instructed  in  the  use  of  these  escapes  and  there  is  now 
being  installed  a modern  system  of  electric  fire-alarm 
gongs.  As  additional  precautions  the  electric  wiring 
throughout  all  buildings  has  been  inspected,  and  a nighh 
watchman,  using  a modern  nightwatchman’s  clock  and 
system  of  key  stations,  patrols  all  buildings  every  hour 
oi  the  night.  J 


An  arrangement  ;by  which  the  present  Superintend- 
ent now  resides  outside  the  School  has  made  available 
space  m the  residence  building,  which  has  been  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  give  separate  recreation  rooms  for  older 
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and  younger  pupils,  a comfortable  rest  room  for  mem- 
bers of  the  domestic  staff,  and  a compact  but  complete 
infirmary  unit  consisting  of  a boys’  ward,  girls’  ward, 
hospital  bath  room  and  nurse’s  quarters.  This  last  im- 
provement fills  a long-felt  need — the  means  of  quiet 
isolation  for  invalided  members  of  the  household. 

During  the  summer  an  up-to-date  laundry  equip- 
ment was  installed,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  will  reduce 
by  fifty  percent  one  of  the  heavy  expense  items  of  the 
School. 

Retirement  of  Sir  Frederick  Fraser: — One  of  the 
most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the  education  of 
the  blind  in  Canada  was  the  retirement  of  Sir  Frederick 
Fraser  after  completing  fifty  years  of  continuous  ser- 
vice as  Superintendent  of  the  School.  This  event  was 
fittingly  celebrated  during  the  third  week  in  June  by  a 
Golden  Jubilee  Celebration,  an  important  feature  of 
which  was  a reunion  of  the  former  pupils  of  the  School 
from  all  over  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. At  this  reunion  some  seventy  graduates  and 
former  pupils  were  present,  representing  the  earlier  as 
well  as  the  later  part  of  this  remarkable  period,  and 
Monday  night,  June  18th,  was  set  aside  as  “Graduates 
Night’’.  The  graduates,  members  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  the  staff  met  with  Sir  Frederick  Fraser  and 
his  family  at  a banquet,  at  which  interesting  speeches 
were  made,  most  entertainingly  reminiscent  of  former 
days  at  the  School. 

On  Tuesday  night,  June  19th  the  annual  closing  ex- 
ercises of  the  School  were  combined  with,  and  largely 
took  the  form  of  a public  recognition  of  Sir  Frederick’s 
fifty  years  of  service  to  the  cause  of  the  blind.  At  this 
meeting,  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  School  was  packed 
to  capacity,  not  only  by  an  interested  general  public,  but 
by  prominent  representatives  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
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ment,  the  City  Council,  the  Clergy,  and  workers  for  the 
blind  within  and  beyond  the  province. 

The  following  presentations  with  appropriate  ad- 
dresses were  made: — 

From  the  pupil  body  of  the  year,  a travelling  rug  in 
morocco  case,  and  a pair  of  engraved  cuff  links.  Pre- 
sentation address  made  by  Mr.  Wesley  Gillespie,  a 
graduating  pupil. 

From  the  Staff  of  the  School,  a travelling  bag  with 
accessories.  Address  made  by  Miss  Florence  Bowes  of 
the  Literary  Staff. 

From  the  Graduates,  a gold  watch  and  chain.  Pre- 
sentation made  by  Dr.  J.  A.  MacDonald,  an  outstanding 
graduate  of  the  School. 

From  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
an  engraved  silver  salver.  Presentation  made  by  Mr. 
A.  G.  Viets  of  the  Toronto  office  of  the  Institute,  and  the 
first  Canadian  soldier  to  lose  his  sight  in  the  Great  War. 

From  the  Board  of  Managers,  a silver  salver,  suit- 
ably engraved.  Presentation  address  made  'by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board.

Appointment  of  New  Superintendent: — On  June 
27th,  Mr.  E.  Chesley  Allen,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
the  School  for  four  years,  was  appointed  Superintendent, 
his  appointment  dating  from  July  1st,  1923,  and  your 
Board  are  glad  to  acknowledge  that  he  has  entered  upon 
his  task  with  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  and  bids  fair  to  be  in 
every  way  a worthy  successor  of  his  distinguished  pre- 
decessor.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax 

School  for  the  Blind: — 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  the  following  report  of 
the  School  and  its  activities  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1923,  your  Superintendent  desires  to  ex- 
press his  appreciation  of  the  confidence  and  hearty  co- 
operation shown  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  the  Staff 
of  the  School,  and  the  pupil  body  toward  one  entering 
upon  the  directing  of  this  great  and  fascinating  work. 
It  is  only  by  such  all-round  co-operation  that  the  highest 
aims  of  the  School  can  be  attained;  aims  which  may 
briefly  'be  expressed  as  follows: — 


To  train  each  and  every  blind  person  of  schoolable 
age,  within  our  territory  to  take  a normal,  independent 
and  happy  place  in  the  community;  and  to  give  to  each 
of  our  pupils  the  best  cultural  training  obtainable — 
physical,  mental,  moral  and  spiritual. 

The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted  shows 

I that  171  blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  of  whom  86  were  males  and  85  females. 
Of  these  26  graduated  or  remained  at  home,  making  the 
total  number  registered,  Sepetmber  30th,  1923,  145,  of 
whom  74  were  females  and  71  males.  Of  these  93  were 
from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  35  were  from  New 
Brunswick,  3 from  Prince  Edward  Island,  12  from  New- 
foundland, 1 from  Montreal  and  1 from  Moose  Jaw.

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The  number  of  new  .pupils  who  entered  during  the 
year  was  not  only  unusually  large,  but  it  included  a 
majority  of  older  boys  and  girls  with  a constancy  o 
purpose  and  a determination  to  overcome  obstacles  that 
augurs  well  for  their  own  success  and  for  the  general 
status  of  the  school. 


Curriculum: — The  three-fold  division  of  our  edu- 
cational activities  into  Literary  Instruction,  Musical 
Instruction  and  Manual  Training  makes  it  possible  to 
define  for  each  of  our  older  pupils  a course  of  instruction 
best  suited  to  the  mental  attainments,  natural  talents 
and  probable  future  of  each.  But  it  must  be  understood 
that  in  every  case  the  greatest  effort  is  made  to  give  to 
each  pupil  the  best  literary  education  that  time  and  other 
considerations  will  allow. 


The  following  full  list  of  subjects  of  the  Common 
and  High  School  Grades  is  taught:  Arithmetic,  Ele- 
mentary Business  Methods,  Algebra,  Geometry,  English 
Literature,  English  Composition,  English  Grammar, 
Reading  (Braille),  Reading  (Print),  Spelling,  Writing 
(Braille),  Writing  (Print),  Typewriting,  Geography, 
History,  Science,  Latin. 


In  the  Musical  Department  pupils  are  instructed  in 
Piano,  Pipe  Organ  and  Vocal  Music.  In  addition  to  the 
individual  vocal  instruction  choir  singing  of  a high  order 
is  carried  on.

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making,  brush-making,  shoe-repairing,  wood-working 
and  piano-tuning.  This  last  branch  of  vocational  train- 
ing has  proved  by  far  the  most  practical  as  a means  of 
livelihood  of  young  men  leaving  our  School. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  term  in  June,  instruc- 
tion in  Poultry-keeping,  which  had  been  carried  on  for 
five  years,  was  abandoned  for  several  reasons,  chief  of 
which  were  the  lack  of  large  markets  for  poultry  pro- 
ducts in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  the  young  man  who  could  keep  poultry  with  the  in- 
telligence required  to  make  it  a paying  business  could 
invariably  be  trained  in  some  other  line  of  work  which 
would  produce  more  substantial  results. 

In  the  girls’  manual  training  department  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  both  hand  and  machine  sewing,  crochet- 
ing, knitting,  cane-seating  and  reed  basketry. 

Our  physical  training  classes  for  both  boys  and 
girls  continue  to  be  of  a most  efficient  nature,  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  give  special  attention  to  those 
pupils  in  whom  the  need  for  physical  training  is  most 

urgent. 

Club  Activities  : — In  the  fall  of  1922  the  older  boys 
and  young  men  of  the  School  organized  what  is  known 
as  “The  Murdock  Public  Speaking  Club.”  This  club, 
the  aims  of  which  are  to  give  instruction  in  parliamen- 
tary procedure,  and  confidence  in  public  speaking,  has 
already  produced  excellent  results  and  brought  to  light 
talent  before  unknown  to  exist  among  our  boys. 

The  Boy  Scout  Troop  officially  known  as  the  Fifth 
Halifax  Troop  resumed  activities  upon  the  reopening  of 
the  School  in  September,  lSf&3,  and  under  the  guidance 
of  Scoutmaster  Fred  Gaudet  bids  fair  to  form  an  integ- 
ral factor  of  the  character-building  processes  of  the 
School. 
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Training  of  the  Semi-Sighted:  A phase  of  our 
work  the  importance  of  which  has  been  coming 
more’  and  more  into  prominence  in  recent  years, 
is  the  training  of  the  semi-sighted.  These  boys 
and  girls  widely  scattered  over  our  territory, 
and  not  sufficiently  numerous  even  in  our  largest 
centres  to  admit  of  the  practical  carrying  on  of 
special  semi-sighted  classes,  are  unfortunate  in  being 
una'ble  to  profit  by  ordinary  school  methods,  and  yet, 
being  able  to  carry  on  many  of  the  ordinary  activities  of 
life  with  apparent  ease,  are  not  popularly  considered 
“blind.”  Left  without  guidance  in  his  native  locality 
the  usual  history  of  such  a case  is  an  unsuccessful  at- 
tempt to  make  use  of  the  public  school,  a discovery  that 
his  capabilities  are  for  some  mysterious  reason  below 
those  of  his  schoolmates,  and  a premature  leaving  of 
school,  often  in  discouragement  or  disgrace.  Obviously 
the  training  of  such  children  is  just  as  important  as  is 
the  training  of  the  normally-sighted  or  the  totally  blind; 
and  this  problem  is  being  met  at  our  School  by  the  ad- 
vantages that  much  of  our  literary  work  is  taught  orally, 
and  that  evening  study  by  artificial  light  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 


Oui  semi-sighted  pupils  are  not  compelled  to  use 
Braille,  but  use  ink-print  books  and  sighted  methods  of 
writing  to  a limited  and  reasonable  degree.

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Field  Work  : — During  August,  1923,  Mr.  S.  R.  Hus- 
sey, Principal  of  our  Literary  Department  examined 
cases  of  blindness  and  semi-sight  throughout  the  eastern 
counties  of  Nova  Scotia.  Mr.  Hussey  visited  many 
homes,  and  while  the  usual  large  percentage  of  cases  in- 
vestigated were  found  to  be  ineligible  as  pupils  for  the 
School,  four  pupils  interviewed  by  Mr.  Hussey  entered 
the  School  in  September,  and  valuable  information  was 
secured  concerning  several  other  cases  on  our  records. 

Conclusion: — Like  all  other  educational  or  philan- 
thropic institutions  dependent  or  partially  dependent 
upon  the  public  for  maintenance,  we  are  feeling  the  pre- 
sent financial  stress.  But  we  have  a cause  unquestioned, 
and  a work  that  stands  high  in  the  hearts  of  the  public, 
and  in  closing  this  report  your  Superintendent  can  truth- 
fully express  the'greatest  optimism  regarding  the  future 
of  this  School.

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AN  ACT  RESPECTING  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE 
BLIND  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

Chapter  54,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 

1.  (1) — The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 

between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provision  of  “Chapter  50,”  a settlement  in 
any  municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden 
of  such  municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town, 
for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor  shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being 
satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages 
above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in  such 
municipality,  city  or  town. — 1895,  C.  1,  Sec.  114,  part. 

(2) — Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescrib- 
ed, to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school 
term. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 


2.  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages 

of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven 
years  in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten 
years  of  age ; those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
thirteen  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years; 
those  entering  between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seven- 
teen shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years ; those  entering 
between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2)  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend 
the  time  of  attendance  of  any  pupils. 
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(3) — In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  mis- 
conduct or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any 
pupil,  the  prescribed  term  may  be  shortened  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School. — 1895, 
C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  in  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of 
any  municipality  or  from  the  mayor  of  an  incorporated 
town  which  contributes  to  the  municipal  school  fund,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  pro- 
vincial treasury  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, payable  half  yearly  ,and  also  to  receive  annually 
the  same  sum,  payable  half  yearly,  from  the  municipal 
school  fund  of  such  municipality. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 


4.  For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  in  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the 
mayor  of  a city  or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  school  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num shall  be  rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or 
town  in  case  such  city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or 
draw  from  the  municipal  school  fund,  and  in  such  case 
such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  managers  for  each  such 
blind  person  sent  to  the  school,  and  there  shall  be  paid  to

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6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal 
school  fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  in- 
clude the  amounts  due  the  managers  of  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the 
treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities. — 1895,  C.  1, 
S.  114,  part. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the 
province  and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his 
education  at  the  School  or  his  training  in  any  trade 
shops  carried  on,  or  to  be  hereafter  carried  on  in  this 
province  by  the  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind,  may, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind 
person  over  the  age  of  twenty  one  years.  Such  action

An  Act  Respecting  the  Employment  of  the  Blind. 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  As- 
sembly as  follows: — 


1.  Any  city,  tow  or  municipality  shall  have 
power  to  vote,  collect,  receive,  appropriate  and  pay  all 
sums  of  money  required  for  the  following  purposes,  that 
is  to  say: — 


(a)  The  purchase  and  leasing  of  lands  and  build- 
ings and  the  establishing,  equipment  and  maintenance 
of  local  workshops  and  factories  for  the  employment  ot 
persons  who  are  totally  or  partially  blind,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  and  compensation  to  those  employed 
therein,  and  the  disposal  and  sale  of  the  output  of  sue 
workshops  and  factories. 


(b)  The  aiding  by  ways  of  grants,  concessions  or 
otherwise,  of  any  organizations  or  associations,  wRhin 
the  confines  of  any  city,  town  or  mun.c.pahty,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  employing  those  who  are  tola  y 
partially  blind.’’ 
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ACT  RESPECTING  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE 
BLIND  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Consolidated  Statutes,  1903,  Chap.  51. 

1.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  these  consolidat- 
ed Statutes,  a settlement  within  any  county  or  city  of 
the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipal- 
ity, or  the  mayor  of  the  city,  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  ior  the 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  and  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person 
is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed  and  has  a legal  set- 
tlement in  the  municipality  or  city  shall  at  once  grant 
such  order  for  admision  as  aforesaid,  under  his  hand  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  or  city,  and  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his  ap- 
proval to  be  endorsed  thereon. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  1 ; 59  V., 
C.  13,  S.  1. 

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  has  no  means  of  paying 
the  expenses  of  his  or  her  education,  may  by  Order-in- 
Council  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to 
any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
such  order  shall  specify  the  municipality  in  which  such 
blind  person  has  a settlement,  and  upon  which  he  or  she 
shall  be  chargeable.  Such  Order-in-Council  shall  entitle 
the  blind  person  mentioned  therein  to  be  received  at  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  any  other  institution 
for  the  blind,  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned 
in  sections  1 and  5 of  this  Chapter.— 56  V.,  C.  20,  S.  1. 
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3.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
so  received  at  the  said  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or 
other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  by  the  Lieute- 
nant-Governor-in-Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections,  shall  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council)  be  entitled  to  remain 
three  years. — 56  V.,  C.  20,  S.  2. 

4.  The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Couneil  shall  have 
authority  by  Order-in-Council,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  to  extend  the  time 
of  any  pupil  who  has  entered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter,  or  of  anv  Act  consolidated  therein. — 56 
V.,  C.  20,  S.  3.

5.  Such  order  so  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secre- 
tary shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be 
received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  other 
institution  for  the  blind,  as  aforesaid,  and  subject  to  con- 
ditions hereinafter  prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  Board- 
ed therein  during  the  school  terms.  Pupils  entering  the 
school  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be 
entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition  to  the  time  in 
attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the 
ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
five  years ; and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S. 
2;  59  V.,  C.  13,  S.  2. 

6.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind, 
approved  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
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such  school  or  institution  for  the  blind  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  provincial  treasury,  at  the  rate 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate  from  the 
county  school  fund  of  the  municipality  to  which  the  said 
blind  person  belongs.  This  section  to  apply  to  the  blind 
persons  in  attendance  at  the  Halifax  institution  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  this  Chapter. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  3,  6 
Edward  VII.,  C.  16,  S.  1. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Halifax  School, 
or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  as  aforesaid, 
shall  furnish  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of 
Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  full  returns 
of  the  names,  ages,  residence,  attendance,  etc.,  of  the 
pupils  in  respect  of  whom  the  above  grants  may  be 
claimed. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  4. 

8.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county 
school  fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  in- 
clude the  amounts  due  the  managers  of  any  institution  for 
the  blind,  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasury  of 
the  respective  municipalities. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  5. 

9.  In  the  case  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town 
within  the  province  in  which  any  blind  person,  as  design- 
ated in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  has  a legal  settlement, 
and  which  city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw 
from  the  county  school  fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  such 
city  or  town,  to  the  board  of  managers  of  the  said  school, 
an  allowance  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and 
such  sum  shall  form  part  of  the  general  assess- 
ment of  such  city  or  town  for  each  blind  person  sent 
to  said  school,  and  each  such  blind  person  sent  to  said 
school  shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  school  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  the  chief  exccu- 
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tive  officer  of  the  corporation  exercising  the  powers 
therein  conferred  upon  the  warden  of  the  municipality, 
and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  managers  from  the 
provincial  treasury  for  each  such  blind  person,  for  which 
such  city  or  town  contributes  such  allowance,  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in 
section  6 of  this  Chapter. — 65  V.,  C.  8,  S.  6. 


10.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not 
the  settlement  referred  to  in  seotion  1 of  this  Chapter 
may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden  of  a municipal- 
ity or  the  mayor  of  the  city  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  school,  or  other  in- 
stitution for  the  blind  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  warden 
or  mayor  of  a city  be  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian have  or  had  bona  fide  settled  in  the  municipality  or 
city,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  ormayor 
may  grant  such  order  in  manner  and  form  as  prescribed 
in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  which  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  section. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  7. 


11.  In  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  school  or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  as 
aforesaid,  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission 
to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no  settlement 
within  any  county  or  district  of  the  province  as  required 
by  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly  chargeable  to  the 
province,  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  ot  Man- 
agers of  the  said  school  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
from  the  provincial  treasury. 55  V.,  C.  8,  fe.  8 am.
